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ith Heber Valley's popula- 

W tion increasing steadily, 
and the Olympics just around the 
corner, the Utah Department of 
Transportation's (UDOT) $10 million 
allocation towards building a ramp 
interchange at the intersection of 
River Road and U.S. Highway 40 


came just in time. 


UDOT will begin environmental 
studies at the intersection, which is 
surrounded by fields and wetlands 
near the Middle Fork of the Provo 
River. The funding is not technically 
available until 2003, but UDOT will 
spend $200,000 this summer improv- 
ing the intersection and installing a 
traffic light. 

Currently, cars can be seen 
screeching to a halt to avoid vehicles 
racing in front of them while pulling 
onto the highway. River Road carries a 
large amount of traffic from the high- 
way to Midway, Charleston and indi- 


rectly to Heber. Numerous accidents 
have occurred at the intersection of 
the rural road and the four-lane high- 
way. f 
Last fall, federal transportation offi- 
cials announced $15 million was avail- 
able for final Utah Olympic transporta- 
tion projects. UDOT said the highway 
project was over budget by $200,000. 
Wasatch County Olympic Coordinator 
Bob Mathis notified Wasatch County 
Commissioners that UDOT revealed 
there is a shortage of $6 million to 
fund all the requests of the Olympic 
Transportation Budget. This budget 
does not include road improvements, 
such as 2400 South and Midway’s 250 
West leading to the venue, that were 
added to the list of requests. 

Last summer, Wasatch Sheriff’s 
Deputy Ken Van Wagoner wrote a let- 
ter to SLOC signed by Commissioner 
Mike Kohler, Heber Mayor Lynn 
Adams, Midway Mayor Gene Owens, 
Charleston Mayor John Whiting, 
Sheriff Mike Spanos and Chief of 
Police Ed Rhoades prioritizing roads 
and intersections for safety. 

About 520 athletes, 1,300 volun- 
teers and 20,000 spectators are expect- 
ed to visit the Olympic venue daily dur- 
ing next February’s events.

suit in 4th District Court before any 
other CLM clients took actiön. 'Had 
the litigation continued over CLM 
without the Chapter 7, Duke stood to 
see a sizable portion of the liquida- 
tion. Duke did not return the 
Courier's calls. 

“The first to the trough gets fed,” 
Birch added. “That's pretty basic 
Heber knowledge.” 

Now the 50 plus creditors of CLM 
will have an equal chance of collecting 
the monies, which total $6.5' million. 
Birch warned however, thé process 
could involve “non-dischargability” 
action and at the very least, take a 
long time. ;
